HOUSE APPROVES 86.2 BILLION COMPROMISE DOD APPROPRIATION 
BILL THAT INCLUDES 700 MIL DOLS IN MILITARY AID FOR SVN. 
MEASURE NOW GOES TO SENATE FOR LIKELY FINAL APPROVAL 
LATER THIS WEEK (AP SUN, GLOBE; WP). 
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GVN GIVES ICCS 2.8 MILLION DOLS TO BAIL IT OUT OF 
FINANCIAL CRISIS. MONEY ENABLES COMMISSION TO PAY 
PA AND E, WHICH THREATENED TO WITHDRAW ESSENTIAL SUPPORT 
SERVICES BY 9/28 (CHITRIB). MARKHAM (NYT) REPORTS THAT 
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GVN REP TO TPJMC CONTRASTS SAIGON'S DECISION, MADE DESPITE

ABANDON 40 COUNTRY- WIDE SITES. SEES SUCH AN EVENTUALITY 
AS VICTORY FOR COMMUNISTS WHO HAVE ALWAYS FAVORED SMALL 

PEACE-KEEPING CONTINGENT LOCATED IN SAIGON. REVIEWS 
PAYMENT SHARES STIPULATED IN C-F AND US CONTRIBUTION SO 
FAR THIS YEAR. SAYS COMMISSION MEMBER OBSERVES THAT GVN 
DECISION TEMPORARILY SOLVES PROBLEM BUT NEXT MONTH SAME 
SITUATION WILL OCCUR SINCE "WE ARE LIVING FROM HAND TO 
MOUTH." 

UPI FROM SIEM REAP (BALTO N-A 9/23) REPORTS THAT IN LATE 
AUGUST FANK RECAPTURED THREE BUILDINGS ON SE FLANK OF 
MAIN GROUNDS AT ANGKOR TEMPLE COMPLEX. SEES GAIN AS OF 
BOTH MIL AND PSYCHOLOGICAL IMPORTANCE. FANK ATTACKED 
IN "UNUSUALLY AGGRESSIVE STYLE" AS PART OF UNHERALDED 
OFFENSIVE TO DRIVE COMMUNISTS FROM TEMPLE AREA. THROUGHOUT 
WAR EACH SIDE HAS BLAMED OTHER FOR DESTROYING THE TEMPLES; 
WHILE IN OCCUPATION, COMMUNISTS HAD ERECTED BUNKERS ON 
SACRED GROUND AND SCRAWLED "OBSCENE DRAWINGS" ON WALLS OF 
RECAPTURED TEMPLES. 

2. KOREA 

ABOUT 4,000 STUDENTS AT EWHA U HELD PRAYER MEETING IN 
CAMPUS CHAPEL MONDAY, AND COLLECTED SIGNATURES DEMANDING 
ROKG RELEASE ALL STUDENT POLITICAL PRISONERS BEING 
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TRIED BY MILITARY COURTS. ALSO RC AND PROTESTANT LEADERS 
ANNOUNCED FORMATION OF CHURCH COUNCIL ON REALIZATION OF 
SOCIAL JUSTICE, HELD PRAYER MEETING DEDICATED TO "THOSE 
IMPRISONED FOR THE SAKE OF JUSTICE AND RESTORATION OF 
DEMOCRACY," AND CALLED ON GOVT TO FREE ALL POLITICAL 
DISSIDENTS, INCLUDING 13 CHURCH LEADERS (NYT). AP 
(SEOUL) REPORTS SK MILITARY APPELLATE COURT MONDAY 
REDUCED PRISON TERMS GIVEN 19 PERSONS CONVICTED OF VIOLATING 
PARK DECREES FORBIDDING POLITICAL DISSENT. SENTENCES 
FOR FIVE OTHERS WERE CONFIRMED (NYT). 

IN SEOUL, LAT'S JAMESON (9/22) REPORTS THAT BISHOP 
CHI, IN MESSAGE SMUGGLED OUT OF JAIL, TOLD POPE 
PAUL VI THAT HE HAD TO FOLLOW GOD'S WILL RATHER THAN 
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(IN "OBVIOUS" REFERENCE TO PARK) "WILL OF A HUMAN 
BEING." MESSAGE EXPLAINED WHY HE SPOKE OUT IN JULY 
AGAINST PARK'S DECREES. JAMESON SAYS COPIES OF MESSAGE 
AND SECOND LETTER ENTITLED, "MESSAGE FROM PRISON," WERE 
SMUGGLED OUT "BY MEANS THAT CANNOT BE DISCLOSED." 

JAMESON OBTAINED MESSAGES IN SEOUL, INDEPENDENT 
AUTHORITIES IN POSITION TO KNOW VERIFIED THEIR AUTHENTICITY, 
AND BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN SMUGGLED OUT OF PRISON ABOUT 
TEN DAYS AGO. 

IN NEITHER MESSAGE DID CHI SEEK HELP TO BE RELEASED 
FROM PRISON; AND IN BOTH HE DENIED CLAIMS BY PROSE- 
CUTORS THAT HE NOW CONSIDERS HIMSELF GUILTY OF HAVING 
TRIED TO INSTITUTE REBELLION AND IS REPENTANT. 

IN SEPT. 23 SEOUL DISPATCH, JAMESON REPORTS 40-MAN 
DELEGATION OF US BUSINESSMEN PLEDGED ITS "FULL SUPPORT 
AND ACTIVE PARTICIPATION” IN ROKG ATTEMPT TO ATTRACT 
15 BILLION DOLS IN FOREIGN CAPITAL AND TO ACHIEVE 
ANNUAL PER CAPITA INCOME OF 1,000 DOLS BY 1980. PLEDGE 
CAME IN JOINT STATEMENT ISSUED BY ECONOMIC COUNCILS 
OF KOREA AND US AND WAS BACKED BY ANNOUNCEMENT THAT 
THREE US FIRMS ARE CONSIDERING INVESTMENTS AROUND 300 
MILLION DOLS. WHILE CONFERENCE SHIED AWAY FROM POLITICAL 
AND DIPLOMATIC ISSUES, SAYS JAMESON, FACT IT WAS HELD 
AMIDST CRISIS IN SK- JAPAN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS SERVED 
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TO UNDERSCORE ROKG'S RENEWED INTEREST IN ATTRACTING 
US CAPITAL. EMPHASIZING IMPORTANCE PLACED ON INVESTMENTS 
FROM US, SK BUSINESSMEN ARRANGED MEETING FOR THE AMERICANS

GLOBE AND MAIL'S JOHN BURNS IN PEKING REPORTS CHOU 
HAD HOUR-LONG MEETING WITH MRS. MARCOS AT HOSPITAL, 

WHERE HE UNDER TREATMENT FOR HEART AILMENT, THUS 
ENDING MORE THAN SEVEN WEEKS OUT OF PUBLIC EYE (CSM).

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10. INDOCHINA 

FROM PP, S-N'S BRADSHER (SEPT 21) REPORTS US EMB 
CONCERN OVER RETURN OF LON NON, WHOSE DEPARTURE 
FROM CAMBODIA IN APRIL 1973 WAS ENGINEERED BY 
EMBASSY BECAUSE HIS INFLUENCE ON HIS SICK AND RE- 
CLUSIVE BROTHER WAS FELT TO ACCENTUATE TENDENCIES 
TO RUN COUNTRY IN UNOFFICIAL, CORRUPT WAYS, HINDERING 
FIGHT AGAINST COMMUNIST INSURGENTS. AFTER LON NON 
WAS LURED OFF TO US, KHMER CABINET MINISTERS INDIRECTLY 
CHOSEN BY US DIPLOMATS FOR THEIR ABILITY TO WORK UNDER 

AMERICAN INFLUENCE BECAME MORE IMPORTANT AND LON NOL'S 
INTERVENTION WAS REDUCED. US OFFICIALS ARE NOW 
WORRIED ABOUT POSSIBLE REVERSION TO EARLIER PATTERN,

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HIS COMMENTS BE TAKEN LITERALLY; JACKSON WAS DESPERATELY 
TRYING TO WOO HIS PRINCIPAL ANTAGONISTS ON LEFT WING 
OF DEMOCRATIC PARTY BY SHOWING "FLEXIBILITY," WHILE 
FORD WAS TRYING TO SWING WITH MAO. COMMENTS THAT FOR 
THEIR PERFORMANCES, BOTH APPEARED CLOWNISH. 

IN LETTER TO NYT EDITOR, DARTMOUTH ASST PROF OF EA 
STUDIES AND MRS. DANA MAJOR CONTEND THAT DEBATE OVER 
ISSUE OF "ONE CHINA" OR "TWO CHINAS" OVERLOOKS POINT 
THAT OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OF TAIWAN POPULATION HAS HAD 
NO SUBSTANTIAL CONNECTION WITH MAINLAND FOR CENTURIES. 
WHILE ETHNICALLY CHINESE, THEY ALSO HAVE DISTINCT 
CULTURAL AND LINGUISTIC DIFFERENCE, AND DESCRIBE

LAT’S LAMB (9/23) IN APIA TELLS OF CONFUSION OF SAMOANS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN FACE OF CHANGE THAT MANY DO NOT WANT. YOUNG MEN 
GO OFF TO NZ AND REMITTANCES HELP ECONOMY BUT ARE 
INFLATIONARY, MANY RESIDENTS IGNORE LAND AND LIVE OFF 
EXPATRIATE EARNINGS. LAMB SEES COUNTRY BEING FORCED 
INTO 20TH CENTURY AND WONDERS WHAT WILL BECOME OF ITS 
CULTURE. QUOTES LOCAL EDITOR THAT SAMOANS WANT MODERN 
AMENITIES BUT DON'T WANT TO "THROW AWAY OUR CULTURE" 

AND THERE IS NO EASY ANSWER. SEES COUNTRY VIABLE ONLY 
THROUGH NZ AID SINCE CURRENCY OVERVALUED, TRADE DEFICIT 
BIG AND LITTLE INDUSTRY OR INVESTMENT. SAYS NATION IS 
MOVING AWAY FROM ONE-PARTY SYSTEM POLITICALLY WITH 
FORMATION BY YOUNGER PARLIAMENTARIANS OF PARTY TO PROTEST

13. PAPUA-NEW GUINEA 

FROM YANGORU VANTAGE POINT, WP'S GREENWAY DISCUSSES 
CARGO CULTS AND SOME OF CURRENT MANIFESTATIONS. 

NOTES THAT SINCE MELANESIANS CAME INTO REGULAR CONTACT 
WITH EUROPEANS, THERE HAS BEEN AN UNDERCURRENT OF 
FEELING IN SOUTH PACIFIC ISLANDS THAT THE WHITE MAN 
HAS SOMEHOW MANAGED TO CHEAT THE NATIVE OUT OF HIS 
SHARE. THIS FEELING SURFACES IN FORM OF CARGO CULTS - 
A SEMI-RELIGIOUS BELIEF THAT A GROUP OR AN INDIVIDUAL 
HAS FOUND THE MAGIC FORMULA TO INSURE THAT ALL 
WHITE MAN'S CARGO WILL AT LAST BE DELIVERED TO 
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INDIGENOUS NATIVES AS GOD AND THEIR ANCESTORS ALWAYS 
INTENDED. CULTS CURRENTLY DORMANT. BUT WITH APPROACH 
OF INDEPENDENCE, THERE IS NERVOUSNESS AMONG PNG 
ADMINISTRATORS THAT THEY WILL EMERGE AGAIN TO ADD TO 
NEW COUNTRY'S ALREADY CONSIDERABLE PROBLEMS. GREENWAY 
SEES CULTS AS BASICALLY CRIES FOR DEVELOPMENT AND 

CHANCE TO PROSPER; WILL BE TASK OF NEW PNG GOVT TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DIRECT THESE FEELINGS INTO USEFUL CHANNELS. INGERSOLL
